Work of the Congressional 
Convention. 


The Third Congregational district convention held yesterday 


did its work and did it well and patriotically. The 
discordant 


element organized to disrupt the party for the gratification of 
well known selfish personal ambitions failed in its purpose. 


The convention was called for one purpose—the selection of 


congressional district delegates to the national convention to be 
beld at Chicago to frame a national Republican platform and the 
•aming of the party's candidates for President and Vice-President 
—carried out that purpose in a perfectly satisfactory manner. It 
chose men who are strictly in accord with the principles of the 
Republican party and who have never been recreant to them. The 
district delegates go to the national convention pledged to sup- 
port Taft, the logical party candidate for the high office of Presi- 
dent, to succeed Roosevelt, the continuance of whose 
policies 


tfcrough his nomination and subsequent election will be assured. 


But the convention went further, for in its platform it en- 


dorsed the re-election of Senator George C. Perkins and Congress- 
man J. R. Know land, whose loyalty to the party has been un- 
wavering and whose fidelity to the best interests of the St^te and 
this Congressional district have been steadfast and unremitting 
During his long term in the United States Senate, no man who ever 
occupied a seat in that body to represent California ever gave more 
unselfish service to the State or was more devoted to its interests 
or more attentive to his duties.

Illumination of Lower Broadway. 


No public improvement has been made in recent times in Oak- 


land which is worthier of higher commendation than that of the 
electrolier illumination of lower Broadway to correspond with the 
remainder of that thoroughfare in the business section of the city. 
The result which has been secured through it is strictly in accord 
with what THE TRIBUNE forecast many months ago when it 
advocated the improvement. 
It has changed the whole character 


of that part of the main artery of the city. In visual effect it has 
lengthened the street, as viewed after nightfall, nearly half a mile. 
It has destroyed, in a large measure, the artificial dead line which 
has been so long a grievance to the south side. Moreover, it has 
adapted the lower section of the street for a far better and more 
profitable class of business than that to which it has been hitherto 
devoted. This means a material advance 5n the values of property 
below the old-time dead-line, a result which marks the progress 
Oakland is making and will inure to the benefit of the city at large, 
for it h.is abolished one of the features of provincialism which 
Oakland had not outgrown. The lighting of lower Broadway will 
undoubtedly result in the same change in its condition that lighting 
of lower Market street, San Francisco, to conform with the rest of 
that thoroughfare, has done for it, adapting for the same business 
purposes as the remainder of that great municipal artery and in- 
creasing the value of property thereon in addition to enhancing the 
public convenience. Happily, this innovation in street lighting oc- 
curred at the opening of the fleet festivities when it was naturally 
more conspicuous and impressive. 


Mexico has frequently reported during the past thirty years 


the thorough subjugation of the Yaqul Indians of Sonora, to be 
demonstrated soon after that the tribe was very much alive and a 
source of national trouble. Recently it was reported that the policy 
adopted by the United States toward the one-time troublesome 
Apaches was about to be put into effect, namely, their removal to 
Yucatan—the remotest State in the republic from their own coun- 
try, where they could be controlled by the government. Now it 
appears that it is doubtful whether this policy can be successfully 
carried- out by the government. The Yaqui Indians is the only 
tribe in the republic -which Mexico has been unable to conquer, 
and, notwithstanding its numerous wars with them, the govern- 
ment appears as far from accomplishing its purpose as it ever was.

Chief Justice Beatty of the Supreme 


Court of California has 
written

communication to the Sacramento Bee 
in -which he undertakes to explain the 
decision of the court in the case of 
Ex-Mayor Schmitz of San Francisco 
This letter -Hill be Instructive to those 
Individuals who form their opinions 
from the highly colored and indiges- 
tible mental pabulum furnished them 
by the yellow press. 


Judge Beatty, who is one of the 


most honest, as well as one of* the 
most learned jurists In the country, 
says the Supreme Court did not de- 
cide, as many people have been led to 
believe, that the acts properly imputed 
to Schmltz and Ruef, and which the 
prosecution claimed to have proved, 
did not constitute the crime of extor- 
tion 


Nor was it held by the Court that 


there was anything wrong- with the 
law, but only that there had been a 
failure to charge the acts which the 
law makes punishable, and that there 
can be no valid conviction without a 
valid accusation. 


The Legislature of California by a 


constitutional law has enumerated the 
facts of which courts may take judi- 
cial notice in the absence of. proof and 
by necessary implication has excluded 
all others, including the fact that any 
particular person Is mayor or political 
boss of a particular city.

NftOOSEVELT 
ADDRESSES CON- 
FERENCE. 


The President in part said: 
Governor* 
of the several States, 


and Gentle-nen:—I welcome you 
to 
this confer« nee at the White House. 
You have come hither at my request 
so that we may join together to con- 
sider the question of the conservation 
and use of the great 
fundamental 
sources of wealth of this nation. So 
vital is this question, that for the 
first time In our history the chief ex- 
ecutive officers of the States separ- 
ately, and c? the States together form- 
Ing the nation, have met to consider 
It.Theory of Exhaustion. 


"The wise use of all of our natural 
resources, which are our national re- 
sources as well, is the great material 
question of today. I have asked you 
lo come together now 
because 
the 
enormous consumption of these 
re- 
sources, and the threat of imminent 
exhaustion of some, of them, due 
to 
reckless an 3 wasteful use, once more 
calls for common effort, common ac- 
tion.' 


"The 
natural resources can be di- 
vided into two sharply distinguished , 
classes accordingly as they are or are i 
not capable of renewal. Mines if used I 
must necessarily be exhausted. 
The 
minerals do not and can not renew 
themselves. Therefore in dealing with 
the coal, the oil, the gas, the iron, the 
( 
metals generally, all that we can do is 
to try to see that they are wisely used, i 
The exhaustion Is certain to come In 
time. 
Conservable Resources. 


"The second class of resources con- 
Bists of those which can not only be 
used in sucn manner as to leave them 
undimlnlshfd for our children, but can 
actually be Improved by wise use. 
The soil, the forests, the waterways 
come In this category. In 
dealing 
with mineral resources, man is able 
to Improve on nature only by putting 
the resources to a beneficial use which 
In the end exhausts them; but in deal- 
Ing with the soil and its products man 
can lmpro\e on nature by compelling 
the resources to renew and even re- 
construct themselves in such manner 
e.9 
to 
s> rve increasingly beneficial 


uses—while the living water can be 
so controlled as to multiply their ben- 
efits. 
Settlers Negligent. 


"Neither the primitive man nor the 
pioneer wai aware of any duty to pos- 
terity In dealing with the renewable 
resources. When the American settler 
felled the forests, he felt that there 
•was plenty of forest left for the sons 
who came after him. When he ex- 
hausted the soil of his farm he felt 
that his son could go West ana take 
up another 
So it was with his im- 
mediate successors. When the 
soil- 
wash from the farmer's .fields choked 
the neighboring river he thought only 
of using tha railway rather than boats 
for moving his produce and supplies. 
Conditions Changed. 


"Now all this is changed. On the 
average th« son of the farmer of to- 
day must make his living on his fath- 
er's farm. There Is no difficulty In do- 
Ing this if the father will 
exercise 
wisdom. No wise use of a farm ex- 
hausts its fertility. So with the for- 
ests. 
"We are over the verge of a 
timber farclne In this country, and It 
is unpardonable for the nation or the 
states to permit any further cutting 
of our timber save In accordance with 
it system which will provide that the 
next generation shall see the timber 
Increased instead of diminished. 
Good Work Done. 
"It Is largely because of this that I 
unpointed the Waterways Commission 
last year and that I have sought to 
perpetuate Its work. I wish to take 
this opportunity to express In heart- 
iest fashicn my acknowledgment to 
all the members of the commission. At 
great personal sacrifice of time and 
effort they have rendered a service to 
the public for which we can not be 
too grateful. Especial credit Is due 
to the Initiative, the energy, the de- 
votion to duty and the farsightedness 
of Glfford Pinchot, to whom we owe 
BO. much of the progress we h»ve al- 
Teadr made In handling this matter of 
the co-ordination and conservation of 
natural resources. If It had not been 
for him this convention neither would 
nor "could have been called. 
Guard the Future. 


"We are 
coming to recognize aa 
never before the right of the nation 
to guard its own future In the essen- 
tial matter of natural resources. In 
the past we hmve admitted the right 


of the Individual to injure the future 
of the republic for his own present 
profit. The time has come for 
a 
change. 
As a people we have the 
right -and the duty, second to none 
other but the right and duty of obey- 
ing the moral law, of requiring and 
doing justice, to protect ourselves and 
our children against the wasteful de- 
velopment of our natural resources, 
whether that waste is caused by the 
actual destruction of such resources 
or by making them Impossible of de- 
velopment hereafter. 
Nation Must Awaken. 


Let us remember that the conser- 
vation 
of 
our 
natural resources, 
though the gravest problem of today, 
Is yet but part of another and greater 
problem to which this nation Is not 
yet awake, but to which It will awake 
In time, and with which it must here- 
after grapple If It Is to live—the prob- 
lem of national efficiency, the patri- 
otic duty of Insuring the safety and 
continuance of the nation. When the 
people of the United States conscious- 
ly undertake to raise themselves as 
citizens, and the nation and the states 
In their several spheres, to the high- 
est 
pitch 
of excellence In private. 
State, and national life, and to do 
this because It is the first of all the 
duties of true patriotism, then and not 
till then the future of this nation, In 
quality and in time, will be assured."
